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LENT 


Lent provides us with an excellent opportunity for girding ourselves 
to meet the peculiar stresses of war-time. Few of us can go ahead these 
days with any confidence, save as we believe that out of suffering can 
be born strength and from the travail of the nations can come new 
equilibrium making for security and peace. 

A philosophical mind, not given to theological doctrines, has recently 
said, “The peculiar strength of the Christian Faith lies in its insistence 
upon holding up the very worst in life and finding through it the best.” 
He had reference to the Cross of Christ, that fact and symbol of what 
the world can do to Goodness and Kindness and Spiritual Independence. 
The world may go on “toiling up new Calvaries ever” but it is Calvary 
that continues to epitomize the nature of the enemy and to express the 
the abiding hope of mankind! 

At its best, there is nothing “escapist” about the Christian Faith: 
rather, the determination, based upon belief in God, to make adversity 
and mistortune the occasion for finding Him and relying upon Him, so 
that the things which we have failed to do ourselves, may be done by 
the power of His might working in us. 

It should be clear to us now that we cannot avoid suffering, in all 
probability a very great deal of it. The only issue is what attitude to 
take in meeting it. And this issue has to do primarily with God. He is 
the One who will determine our success or failure. Can we turn to Him 
in the spirit of the Master who sought His Will, and When He found 
it, did not hesitate to expend himself, in the confident belief that God 
would make use of his devotion? 


MEN IN SERVICE 


The Rector is anxious to have a complete list of names of men in 
military and naval service so that he may notify service chaplains and 
also keep in personal touch with the men. Families are asked to notify 
the Rector of address changes as soon as known. 


“Go home to thy friends and tell them what great things 
the Lord hath done for thee,’ St. Mark 5: 19. 


If the services and ministrations of this church mean anything to 
you, they are likely to be of value to others. But how can others know 
about St. Stephen’s if you don’t tell them? 

If your prayers have been answered here, if your burdens have 
been lightened, tell others about it; if you have received any inspiration, 
any guidance along life’s way, tell others about it; if the preachers here 
have helped you, if your fellow-worshippers have cheered you, tell 
others about it.

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THE RECTOR’S EASTER GREETING 
My beloved People of St. Stephen’s: 


If the precise nature of the eternal life could be revealed to us so 
that we might know as much about it as this present life, then the deepest 
springs of our religious experience would vanish and be no more. There 
would be no room for faith, life’s highest and holiest incentive. It has 
been truly declared that “aspiration hemmed in by certainty would lose 
all power to soar.” 


Men who think seriously and love sincerely cannot long be satisfied 
with the thought of extinction. “God hath set eternity in our hearts,” 
and men cannot long deny it. Tennyson expresses the conviction that 
clings to the consciences of the greatest men of the centuries: 

Thou wilt not leave us in the dust; 
Thou madest man, he knows not why, 
He thinks he was not made to die; 
And thou hast made him; thou art just. 


It is the witness of the Resurrection, “that God gives unto us eternal 
life” that influences life and character at the fountain spring. It reveals 
to us the dignity and nobility of this present life, because it is an integral 
part of the future life. We are thus made to feel that the humble duties 
of life, the little as well as the larger cares, the common tasks have a 
meaning and a mighty purpose; that the little thoughts, the little prayers, 
the little deeds are all of eternal value; that each life is part of God’s 
eternal plan. 


At the foot of the white marble cross which his wife placed upon 
the grave of Charles Kingsley, one of England’s first and greatest social 
preachers, are graven these three Latin words, “Amavimus; Amamus; 
Amabimus.” We have loved; we love; we shall love. It is the risen 
Christ, that makes that epitaph the sublimest truth of Eastertide. It is 
love that never faileth, love that moved God to give unto us eternal 
life, love that transforms character, love that conquers death and makes 
the communion of saints a precious and a present truth.

POSTLUDE 
THE CHURCH FLAG 

This Sunday morning at eleven o’clock, our very lovely Church Flag 
is to be dedicated. This flag is the gift of Miss Laura Bell, given to 
St. Stephen’s Church as a thank-offering for renewed health. For some 
twenty years the General Convention has discussed the matter of an 
official flag of the Episcopal Church. Many and various designs have 
been suggested. Finally at the last General Convention held in Kansas 
City in October, 1940, the present flag was officially adopted. The design 
is by the late William M. Baldwin of Garden City, Long Island. 

The foundation of the Church Flag is the Christian Flag, the banner 
of Constantine, a white field on which is superimposed a red cross with 
arms extending to all edges. This is a symbol of the universality of the 
Church of Christ which is to spread to the very edges of the whole 
world. In the upper left are nine cross-crosslets in silver on a blue 
ground. The colors are red for sacrifice, white for purity of the Chris- 
tian Religion, Madonna blue representing the human nature of our 
Lord inherited from His Virgin Mother. The nine cross-crosslets, rep- 
resenting the nine original Diocesses of General Convention held in 1789, 
are arranged in the form of a St. Andrew’s Cross because the first 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church in the United States, Bishop Seabury of 
Connecticut, was consecrated in Scotland. The cross-crosslet is the sym- 
bol of the propagating nature of the Church. 


CONGRATULATIONS 

Td like to reach out my hand and shake yours, every one, in- 
dividually! No, I’m not thinking of the 630 and over who attended the 
Easter services, for I do not believe congratulations are in order for 
attending services of worship. Friendly greeting and a welcome. Yes, 
but not congratulations. I am sure the boss does not congratulate you 
for showing up at the office every morning; that is your business. And 
on Easter or any Sunday its your business to be in your Father’s house 
to worship and give your thanks to Him for your blessings. 

So,—no congratulations for being in church on Easter Day, B U T 
all kinds of congratulations on the splendid way in which you responded 
in the Easter offering. f 

Of course, figures never prove a thing, they say. But nevertheless 
they are interesting. The total Easter offering so far is $710.26. This is 
$124 better than last year. 

While every Sunday is a commemoration of Easter, and the Chris- 
tian Church changed the Sabbath from the seventh to the first day of 
the week for that reason, we do not expect every Sunday to be as fes- 
tive as Easter. And yet every Sunday ought to be the most festive day 
of the week. We hope that you will all try to make it so by your con- 
tinued presence at those gatherings in church where we meet to give 
praise to our God and to learn of His will.

MOTHER’S DAY 

About twenty years ago the florists and the sentimentalists co- 
operated to add to the list of holidays and to enrich the church calendar. 
Mother’s Day was created, when one is supposed to wear a flower in 
honor of his mother, to give her an affectionate greeting, to send her a 
present, to preach a sermon on the glory of motherhood, The general 
idea, which it is a sacrilege to question, seems to be that being a mother 
is in itself a cardinal virtue, and that it instinctively confers upon all who 
experience it all the necessary knowledge for the bearing and_ rearing 
of children. We distinctly remember the defeat of a bill in Congress 
for the establishment of federal maternity commission chiefly by eloquent 
congressmen who, with their hands upon their hearts, and tears in their 
eyes, declared that any mother knows more than the nurses—probably 
not mothers—who might be sent to help them. 

The tragedy is that throughout the period when we have been most 
devoutly observing this holy day, the United States of America has re- 
mained the worst of all civilized countries in which to be either a mother 
or a baby. Our mortality of mothers and babies in childbirth has ex- 
ceeded all other countries which keep records. The first reason is ig- 
norance; the second is the lack of facilities for providing the proper 
care; the third is downright negligence; and the fourth is poverty. 

Let us not get the impression that the mere bearing of children is 
in itself a virtue. For some sorts of mothers it comes pretty close to a 
crime. We must by every possible means create a demand on the part of 
mothers for adequate maternity care, which includes pre-natal and. post- 
natal treatment. And this must be provided in every community for 
all mothers regardless of their ability to pay. The startling facts of our 
national disgrace should be brought home to every Christian congre- 
gation on this Mother’s Day. Surely a purely sentimental Mother’s Day 


is a sin.

that enfolded us at all times in the blessed covenant of divine grace; that looked 
into the darkness without fear; that never despaired when hard pressed; that taught 
us to believe when we pray, and to trust when we work, 

Response. We thank Thee, O Lord. 

For mother-prayer, that held us ever before the throne of grace; that swept 
land and sea for us, when far from home; that carried our ills and our pains, our 
sins and our mistakes to the Comforter of all; that never ceased when no answer 
came, and never failed when most undeserved, 

Response. We thank Thee, O Lord. 

O God, merciful Father, give to us abiding memories of the mothers that have 
gone; revived visions of their loving presence; renewed consecration to their high 
ideals; and a recovery for this day of those spiritual qualities that through them 
made us what we are, 3 

Response. We pray Thee, O Lord. 

O Christ, blessed Saviour of us all, who in love unspeakable didst speak so 
tenderly to the mother at the cross, teach us to be as thoughtful and as kind to our 
mothers today, who, in Thy gracious Providence, are still with us. May their 
presence ever be a benediction to follow us, and a challenge to stir us to use every 
latent power within us to give as Thou hast given,

WHITSUNDAY 

Today is Whitsunday, the birthday of the Church. Some 1900 years 
ago a group of disciples of Jesus suddenly became conscious that they 
had a mission to perform, and they went out courageously to convert 
the world to a new idea of God, and to give the people knowledge of 
the Saviour. 

This is an old story. But, for all that, it is an amazing tale even 
today when wonders have become commonplace. It marks a third stage 
in the revelation of God to man. We had first the law and the prophets 
of the Old Testament; then Jesus came to make an eternal revelation of 
God in history, in time and place and then, finally, the Church was born, 
whose work it is to see that this revelation becomes the property of all 
the children of God, one after another, as they come into the world. 

The Church has partially succeeded in its task. At least you and I, 
and a few million others, know about Jesus Christ and the Father whom 
he loved and proclaimed. But the work must always go on. Every Sunday 
must be, not only a weekly remembrance of the Resurrection, but also a 
time when Christian people gather together for prayer, meditation and 
worship, so that the Holy Spirit may fill them with a sense of the voca- 
tion of the Church, and inspire each to do his share of the work. 

The least that one can do on Whitsunday is to come to church and 
ask for power to be a better Christian and a more effective disciple 
of the Master.

THE VITAMIN OF LIFE 


In his latest book, “Man the Master,” Gerald Heard uses a striking 
analogy in diagnosing the disruption of our civilization. He likens what 
we have been doing in the world to what we did with our daily bread: 
“When vitamins were unsuspected, the popular snobbish fancy for white 
bread and the miller’s practical wish for a flour that would not become 
rancid, led to the wheat germ being taken out of the flour, and, in con- 
sequence, a bread little better than a slow starvation being eaten. On 
vitamins being discovered we did not leave them where nature had put 
them. We still insisted for our snobbish and business interests, on hav- 
ing anemic flour. But the business millers sold the germ to the druggists, 
who sold it again to us at a high price as a necessary supplement to a 
diet which with great skill and effort we had succeeded in rendering 
deficient.” 


What else have we been doing all through the historical age that 
began with the Renaissance? Only we have not yet begun seriously to 
supplement our cultural starvation diet with the extracted essence. 


What else have we been doing with American democracy since the 
heroic days of the founding fathers? And here again we have only 
begun a feeble effort to try to make up the deficiency. 


When all of life became secularized, when science took the place 
of God, when the physical senses were regarded as the only approach 
to reality, when in our separation of Church and State we separated 
religion from education, we were in the process of making such a day 
as this inevitable. 

One might go farther, for there has been an undoubted seculariza- 
tion of religion as well. 

But the answer is as obvious as it is in the matter of bread. True 
religion is the supreme vitamin of life and without it culture, democracy, 
the Church and individual personality must collapse.

IN SUMMER 

The little girl of Boston who prayed one night, “Goodbye, God, I’m 
going to New York tomorrow,” may be a myth. But if the truth were 
known, many little boys and girls, many older people too, bid farewell 
to religious things when summer comes. They go into the country and 
never seek a church, or they remain in the city and never attend their 
own church. 

And the season when this non-attendance is widespread, is year 
by year becoming longer. Many children keep away from church from 
the time their school closes in June to the time it reopens in September. 
The grown up drops out after Easter and does not drop in again until 
Thanksgiving. 

Every Sunday should see every one of us come under the influence 
of religious things. When away from home seek some religious service 
wherever you happen to be. It will do you good to attend a Roman 
Catholic Mass or a service of the Synagogue, in case there is no church 
of your own there. When at home go to some one service every Sun- 
day in your own Church. In St. Stephen’s Church, the services continue 
throughout the summer in the same number as in the winter. Go to an 
early service if you are to be away for the day.

Let us not make excuses for our failure to do 
what the Bible asks us all to do when it says, “Forsake not the assem- 
bling of yourselves together.”

JUST IN CASE

Walk, not run, into your aisle,

Each aisle has an usher who knows where to lead your column. 
. Now go, and the Lord bless and keep you. 

The ushers will lead their respective columns out on Tenth Street 
and take them into the first floor of the Community House. We are to 
stay there until the “All Clear” signal is sounded. 

Whether it is a drill or the real thing, if an alert should occur, 
let us show that as a congregation we can take it. For the present, let 
us continue our church going as normally and confidently as ever. 


SAUNTERING 

Said Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, “Some people receive very little 
from what they call worship because they do not fulfill the serious con- 
ditions for receiving anything. They saunter in and saunter through 
and saunter out. Great things are greatly arrived at. We cannot saunter 
into a Beethoven symphony, saunter through, and saunter out, for if we 
do it will amount to nothing.” 

Those who know the definitions and derivations of words tell us 
that in early times, the very term “saunter” fell into disrepute. And 
for a very good reason. During the time of the Crusades and thereafter, 
making a pilgrimage to the Holy Lands was considered to be a very 
pious undertaking. Many who attempted to do so depended upon the 
generosity of others for food to carry them on their way. One who 
made such’a pilgrimage was “San Terre-ing” 

Soon, mendicant and no-account persons took advantage of people’s 
good nature and begged for handouts under the guise of “Going to the 
Holy Lands.” And the result was that those who were honestly en- 
gaged in making a pilgrimage were deprived due to the “saunterer” who 
was merely taking advantage of good nature. 

So, a saunterer has always been frowned upon since that day. 

Let’s not fall into the vicious habit of sauntering in, through, and 
out of services of worship. 

Each service is an opportunity for worshipping at God’s Altar. 
And our attendance at that service is a pilgrimage. A pilgrimage is an 
act of devotion. Let’s not saunter through devotions. Rather, in humility 
and "pie ea let us adore Him Whom we dare to call our Master and 
our Lord.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


In a questionnaire sent to 20,000 people was this query: “Why do 
you go to a certain movie?” 52% said they went because a friend asked 
them to go, or told them it was good; 8% went because of newspaper 
advertising; 12% because of what they read in review; 4% because of 
radio advertising; 8% because of the producer’s reputation; and 16% 
went anyway. The important point is that 52%—more than half—went 
because of what some friend said or did. What is true of the movies 
is equally true of religion and of church attendance. How long is it since 
you brought someone to Church who probably wouldn’t have gone other- 
wise? When was it you last spoke of how much religion meant to You? 


In these days when we are concerned about the great number of the 
unchurched, and about the irregularity in attendance of those who are 
really faithful to the Church this rather obvious method of increasing 
attendance is one which we may well consider. On certain occasions we 
have tried this method in St. Stephen’s Church and we know that it 
works. If you bring someone this week and he or she brings you next 
week it will not be long before we shall need to increase the size of our 
church buildings. Children in church schools have long been bringing 
their friends. Can adults allow their children to show more interest than 
they do themselves? Or perhaps I should say, can they allow themselves 
to show less interest than their children?

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A LETTER FROM YOUR RECTOR 
DEAR FRIEND: 

It is an insecure, uncertain, dark world. What will it be for our 
children, for those who come after us? We cannot tell. But there is 
a fellowship of kindred minds, a great company united in spirit and 
purpose, who hold aloft the torch of faith, courage and good will. It 
is the Church of the Spirit which ever points the way of life and light. 

Consider the church of your community, the church of your choice 
or affiliation. Suppose there were none! No house of praise, prayer 
and meditation. No preaching of good will and brotherhood. No mes- 
sage of hope in a dark world. No minister to bless the sacred occa- 
sions of life; to visit the sick and afflicted; to walk with the sorrowing 
through the valley of the shadow. No fellowship of Christian joy 
and faith and helpfulness. No Church School for your children. No 
guiding hands and voices for young people. 

Enough of such supposing. We would not live in such a community. 
And we do not. The Church is here. We may have helped little or 
much—or none. But some, many indeed, have cared, and ours is a 
church worthy of pride and affection. It is a privilege to share in its 
ministry and divide one’s substance with it. 

Your church—our church—is planning for 1943. All other plans 
are dependent on maintaining a staff of workers, on keeping buildings 
and equipment servicable for our activities; on resources to develop 
promising projects and initiate new ones to meet new opportunities and 
needs—to maintain our interesting programs of Church music. The 
financial budget is changed but little in its totals or its individual items 
from last year. There is no increase in personnel or in salaries. In 
outline it is as follows: 

The Staff (Rector, Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger)...... $ 9,700.00 
Maintenance (Fuel, Repairs and Improvements, Gas, Electri- 
city, Taxes, Diocesan Assessment, Pension Fund, Insur- 


ance, Advertising, Telephone, Mortgage, etc.)........... 16,244.09

HOUSE OF REST FOR THE AGED 


The House of Rest is the only home of its kind in the Diocese. 


There are thirty women living there, and the waiting list is very long. 
Last year, St. Stephen’s contributed $184.00, and one of our vestry 
made it possible for the home to procure two additional bed rooms;

ST. STEPHEN’S CHOIR

The faithful at- 
tendance at choir practice, and the devoted co-operation which the mem- 
bers give their Choirmaster is only a part of the fabric which nearly 
always results in flawless beauty. You have noticed how carefully the 
hymns, the sermon and the anthem fit each other, and you have realized 
that each part of the service is chosen with the intention of driving home 
a special point for you to carry away. 

Music has long been acknowledged as an emotional and spiritual 
directive. Our public worship is effective in proportion to the degree 
of oneness achieved by means of each individual’s participation in prayers, 
praise and attention. The fitness of our surroundings, the dignity of 
our ritual, and the glory of the music under Dr. Matthews’ inspired 
direction should prove the people of St. Stephen’s parish to be especially 
fortunate. We are aware of our great privilege in having a choir whose 
music is the means of lifting our hearts and minds in worship to Al- 
mighty God, and we are very grateful.

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CO-OPERATE OR DIE 


Now that we have reached the turn in our progress toward victory, 
and even though hard going lies before an end not yet in sight, we 
simply must anticipate the postwar responsibility of the Christian 
brotherhood. 

A recent editorial in one of our daily papers focused the issue 
explicitly. In this editorial, which was a general attack on Wendell 
Willkie, there occurred a paragraph which urged the Republican Party 
to rally round the purpose of postwar “Nationalism” as opposed to 
“Tnternationalism.” 

While we may devoutly hope that the Republican Party will not 
follow this leadership of death, we must do more than hope for the 
Republican Party and the Nation. 

Isolationism is not dead. When Hitler’s armies are conquered and the 
threat of Tojo’s war machine has vanished, there will rise up within our 
own nation this equally armored enemy—the army of isolationism. With 
loud protestations of patriotism its leaders will appeal to a short-sighted 
and an inherent selfishness. They will seek to enlist every intransient 
group. They will aggravate the ancient hatred of the Irish for Great 
Britain. They will magnify the boogy of Bolshevism. They will stir 
race against race. They may even try to fasten on China the label of 
a new “Yellow Peril.” 

We shall need more than flesh and blood in our struggle against 
this force of selfishness. We shall need deep conviction as to God. Clear 
realization of His purposes as world enveloping, and the profound real- 
ization that over the lives of nations as well as men, He has written the 
call, “Co-operate and Live” which if we disregard it, will become the 
warning, “Co-operate or Die.” 


THANK YOU 


For five weeks now I have been writing you, urging that “Day of 
Destiny” which was last Sunday. You caught the spirit of cooperation. 
You seemed to understand the meaning of our slogan: “Love and 
Loyalty will lift the load.” 

In spite of the cold weather and the slippery streets, in spite of the 
interruption of the air raid “alert,” I feel that the spirit of the occasion 
was undoubtedly caught by all who came as well as those whose prayers 
for our parish were lifted to God—those who could not be present for 
some good reason or another. 

I want you to keep that Love and that Loyalty up to the end of 
the year. In the mail this week will come your box of Duplex Envelopes, 
if you did not find it for yourself after the service. 

Each quarter we shall send out a statement to remind you of your 
quarterly standing. I am sure you will like that efficient way of doing 
God’s work. 

Thanks again for your pledge, for your spirit of co-operation and 
generosity. Thanks to you, the church “came through”! !

HOLY WEEK 

Holy Week begins again today, Palm Sunday. To members of the 
ancient historic Churches it is the most impressive period of the Chris- 
tian year, and it is coming to be observed more and more by the Protes- 
tant Denominations as well. This is as it should be, for without earnest 
reflection upon the dramatic events of this week the Christian life loses 
much of its significance. 

We should not spend too much thought upon the actual physical 
sufferings of our Lord, because we can thereby miss an appreciation of 
the deeper current which runs beneath all that suffering. But we cannot 
leap from where we now are to Easter without missing much of the 
meaning of the Christian story. It is important to live again the history 
of our Lord’s last week on earth so that we may be induced to study 
what happened, and why it happened. 

Without Holy Week Jesus would have been only a great teacher 
and wonder worker. Without Easter He would be regarded as only an- 
other innocent victom of human fear and mob passion. Without Easter 
and Holy Week together the world would have some other kind of 
pagan religion today, the whole course of history would have been 
different. 

Without Holy Week Christianity ceases to be a religion and be- 
comes only a system of ethics. Without the personality of the Christ 
who gave His life for us, very few people would be interested in that 
system of ethics because it seems to be opposed to what we would 
naturally do if we were left to our own devices. 

May I, therefore, suggest that each one of us read the Epistle and 
Gospel for every day in Holy Week, that we go to Church and hear them 
read in the company of other faithful Christians, if we possibly can do 
so, and that we make a special point of receiving the Holy Communion 
on Maundy Thursday, and of being present at some service on Good 
Friday? Going to Church in Holy Week does something to us that I 
cannot explain. But I do not think explanation is necessary. My only 
desire is that all of you who read this may share in the wonderful ex- 
perience so that Easter may bring you true joy.

THE RECTOR’S PARAGRAPH 


The business of the Church is to save souls. But what does salva- 
tion mean. The release of the energies of a personality for full self- 
realization and full self-expression. Salvation is not a turning away from 
something, but a discovery of the resources of life.
